Some of the services at the health 
center require an additional cash 
payment. For example. prescriptions 
cost one dollar, X - rav examinations 
cost $20, and a complete physical costs 
$20

It was felt by some board members 
(hat a consultant was too expensive 
ASI President Dave Ferris asked 
Welch: “Do we really need to do this” 
“Not really. We have 
problems that we have potential 


Welch replied 


solutions to. These problems can be 
wked.) My experience with con 
sultants is that they confirm my own 
ideas. Sometimes the implementation 
is hard” 

Ferris felt the expense was too 
high. “We can't afford this. | suggest 
we ask Mr. Welch to list his ideas and 
treat them as a consultant's.” 

Prodded by Dickinson's insistence 
tha! action be taken today. the board 
decided to review several consultants 
and use one of them if Welch's ideas 
don't first prove satisfactory 

Problems with franchises were also 
aired during the meeting. Ferris said 
the San Diego campus has a franchise 
and the students “didn't like it.” 


They'll want a separate building, and 
we don't have the facility to house a 
franchise ” 

Acting Board chair Professor Ali 
Raza said a call to franchises in the 
area would be useful to gather in- 
formation and that if need he, an 
investor could be found to put Ina 
franchise on campus 

Regardless. the board is leaning in 
the direction of either using Welch's 
ideas or going with 4 consultant 
Welch toid the board that most of a 
consultant's ideas would have no im- 
pact this year, since it would be May 
by the time they were implemented 
The “analysis paralysis” situation the 
board is in, according to Dickinson 
needs to be broken 

In other board business the Beer 
Committee will be including a survey 
within a student pol! to determine if 
the students want beer on campus. A 
similar poll was taken last year with 
overwhe!ming approval! for the sale, 
vet the board feels students may have 
changed their opinions since then 

The cost for beer sales have been 
estimated at $20,000 for capital ex pen- 
diture and $10,000 a year for in- 
surance. In addition, the board 
members would have to he finger- 
printed. police records would have to 
be filled out and each member would 
have to be at least 21 years of age 

The residence halls will be receiv- 
ing some new ice cream machines a8 a 
result of complaints from John Heath, 
Director of Residence Hall Life 
Heath said in a letter to the Board that 
the requests for more machines were 
ignored by Canteen, the vending com- 
pany under contract at CSUS 
Revenues from these machines go to

sion that pays well, but to whom patients are individuals to be dealt 
with rather than helped and understood 

My contention ts the following: Since city colleges uses a lottery 
they get a variety of students, where all those students who 
meet all of the general requirements are considered and the final 
product ts a wide spectrum of individuals who then enter the profes- 
sion. Lam sure that out of the total student population at CSUS, there 
is at least more than one student per ethnic and sexual group who 
meets the minimum requirements. | am sure there are many more 
saddened besides that of the director of nursing when 
graduation day approaches. 

if the Chancellors office intends to accept CSUS’ criteria as a 
standard tor all State Colleges, the requirements on all brochures * 
should be changed to read: “a grade of B or better in all prerequisite 
courses with an overall GPA of 3.0 or better.” 

This way the effect of average grades compared to excellent grades 
would be the cause of not being admitted to the program 

Last, but not least, we must ask ourselves whether the problem ts 
the nature of the system of admissions as to the limited number of 
average students admitted regardless of race, or sex, or if it is the 
students themselves who apply. If the latter is true, students who do 
not meet the A - B, requirements will not lose time trying to be ad- 
mitted when they, in fact, haven't a chance 

Everyone would like an equal opportunity to have the chance of 
being admitted, especially when they have completed all of the neces- 
sary sciences to apply, and these courses are definitely not a drop in 
the bucket for most. If this cannot be achieved, the criteria should be 
changed to specify
